The  Environmental  Quality  Council  (EQC)  is  seeking  public  input  for  its 
ongoing  land  use  policy  study.

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to  be  broadcast  throughout  the  state  and  is  writing  letters  to  organized 
groups  to  seek  their  ideas  about  land  use  and  problem  areas  that  the 
policy  study  should  address. 

In  addition,  EQC  staff  members  will  be  available  to  accept  invita- 
tions to  attend  and  participate  in  organization  meetings  to  discuss  land 
use  policy. 

The  study  mandated  by  the  1973  legislature  will  not  establish  a 

land  use  policy  for  Montana,  but  rather  will  attempt  to  define  an  array 

of  possible  policies  with  ranging  concerns  and  solutions.  The  policy 

options  will  be  submitted  to  the  1975  legislature  for  consideration.
